An Act for the Adninistration of Justice and Collec- 
tion of the Revenue in the Territory which formed 
the State of Colaba, and whieh has lapsed to the 
British Government. 

I. Jtis hereby enacted, that from and after the 
First day of the Admiuis- 
tration of Civil and Criminal Justice, the Super- 
inter.dence of the Police, and the Collection and 
Superiatendence of the Revenues of every des- 
eription within the lapsed ‘Territories of Colaba, 
shall vest in such Agent to the Governor of the 
Presidency of Bombay as shall be appointed by 
the Goverror in Council, and shall be exercised by 
the said Agent with the aid of such Agsistants 
as may be appointed by the said Governor in 
Council. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that it shail be

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters trapsmitted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the fullowing superscription for the guidance 
of the Post Office Rectivers, viz.

An Act for the Administration of Justice and Collec- 
tion of the Revenue in the Territory which formed 
the State of Colaba, and which has lapsed tu the 
British Government. 





I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
First day of the Adminis- 
tration of Civil and Criminal Justice, the Super- 
intendence of the Police, aud the Collection and 
Superintendence of the Revenues of every des- 
cription -within the lapsed Territories of Colaba, 
shall vest in such Agent to the Governor of the 
Presidency of Bombay as shall be appointed by 
the Governor in Council, and shall be exercised by 
the said Agent with the aid of such Assistants 
as may be appointed by the said Governor in 
Council. 

. IL And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be

“No boy from the Upper Provinces shall, on 
any account, be admitted as a Student of the Col- 
lege under the age of 16, or above that of 20 
years of age. 


The Stipends of all Students, who may obtain 
Robertson's Scholarships, with a view to study the 
Medical profession in Calcutta, shali be fixed at 
10 Rupees per month, tenable for four years; in 
addition to which, they shall receive the usual Col- 
lege allowartce, when admitted as Stipendiary 
Students, viz. 8 Rupees per mensem. 


The Examination, and other qualifications for, 


admission, shall be the same as those detailed in 
paragraph 4 of this Notification.
